section willi 122 ° 15 W. longitude; thence 
north. 

Sir John Thompson said Iio thought tlio 
chungo Bi!ggf>«tril waa a good one, and there- 
fore uccepted it. 

Mr. Mara regretted tliat Cariboo had 
been wiped out, but ucknowledged tliat tlio 
growtli of tho population of Weatminster en- 
titled it tottdditionul representation.

Tho 
only Improbable part of the story is the fact 
that Mr. Depew is not a member of the 
committee, but the precedent is quoted of 
Mr. Dudley's connection with the committee 
as Trensurer. It is ' said that this and not 
the Secretaryship of State fbrmed the sub- 
ject of discussion Between the President and 
Mr. Depew when the latter was at the 
White House. 

The Press to day says: Vice-President 
Walter Webb, of the New York Central 
Railway, now on vacation in Europe, has 
been summoned home by cable. He sails 
from Liverpool to-day. This looks as if 
Mr, Depew to bo the next Secretary of 
State, and Mr. Webb, tho next president of 
the New Vol k ("Central Railway. It ia un- 
derstoofl that the President baa not formally 
tendered to Mr. Depew the portfolio of 
Slate, but ho ia ready to do ao when Mr. 
Depe.v signifies his absolute readiness to 
ac( ept. To ha tho successor of Jainea G. 
Bluine in any office ia high enough honor, 
but it is probable that no man ever resigned 
so many offices to accept a new one aa Mr. 
Depew will resign if he enters Preaident 
Harrison's cabinet. He is now cither preai- 
dent or director of seventeen of tlie largest 
companies in the country, and ho will have 
to resign from every one of them to accept 
the office of Secretary of State. I'lien lie 
will, for tho first time in 30 years, devote 
all bis thoughts, energies and talents to a 
single post of duty. 

SBBIOUS EXPLOSION. 

A CartrlUgo factory at- BroNvnsbnrg Blown "p 
-Three Lives Lost. 

Laciujti:, Quo., Juno 22. — Three men 
were blown to pieces and one boy was Seri- 
ously injured yesterday at the Brownsburg 
cartridge factory, established some years 
ago by Captain Howard, of the Connecticut 
National Guard and of gatling gun fame. 
At three o'clock in the aftemoOB a terrific 
explosion occurred, which at a distance of 
four miles wis distinctly heard in Liichute. 
The explosion took place in a building set 
apart from the factory for tho purpose of 
loading tietonators. The building was 
blown to atoms, and nothing remained of it 
but a muss of blood stained debris. Rich- 
ard Burke was blown through the door, be- 
ing the only one who got out of the building 
alive. The killed are: Jiuiea Kearn, ot 
Montreal; William (!unn, of North Maison- 
nenvo and .lolin Curriin, foreman. Fortu- 
nately only fiuir persoiib were il work in 
lliia building at the time, und the other 
buildings and their occupants auiitained 
nothing more i-erioua than a slmking up 
that made the window panes rattle.

THEIR PJROGEAM^. 



Planks of the Democratic Platforni- 
Tariir Ilevislou Donianded— 
Unjust Dlscrimuiatious. 



The Currency Question— Purity of 
Gold and Silver— A Vigorous 
Foreiffu Policy. 



CiiicAiio, Juno 22.— Tho following is tho 
Democratic platform, aa published to day : 

Section 1. — The representatives of the 
Democratic party of the United States, in 
National Convention assembled, affirm 
allegience to the principles of the party as 
formulated by Jefferson and exemplified by 
the long and illustrious lino of hia successors 
in Deniocratic leadership, from Madison to 
Cleveland. Wo believe the public welfare 
demands that these principles be applied to 
the conduct of the Federal GoTemmeut 
through the aooession to power of the party 
that votes them, and we solemnly declare 
that the need of a return to these fundu- 
menlul principles of free popular govern- 
ment was never more urgent than now, 
when the tendency to centralize all power 
at tho Federal capital has become a menace 
to the reserved rights of the States, that 
atrikea at the very roots of our Government 
under tho Constitution, aa framed by the 
fathers of the Republic. 

In Section 2 tho policy of the Federal 
control of elections is condemned. Tho 
Democratic party ia pledged, if it be in- 
trusted with power, not only to tho defeat 
of the Force 15111, but also to relentless op- 
position of the Republican party's policy of 
profiigato expenditure. 

In yection I!, a revision of tho tariff laws 
ia demanded Buch as wdll remove their in- 
ifiuiloua" inequalities, lighten their oppres- 
sion and put them on a conatilutional and 
ecjuitablo basis. But, in making reductions 
in taxes, it is not proposed to injure any 
domestic industries, but rather to promote 
their liealtby growth. The McKinloy tariir 
law is denounced as the culminating alrocity 
of class legislation and the effoi tajj made liy 
the Democrats of the present Congress lo 
modify the most oppressive features of the 
law aro endorsed. 

In Section 4 it is stated that Inule inter- 
change on the basis of reciprocal advantaj^e 
to the countries participating ia a time- 
honored doctrine of tho Democratic faith, 
but the sham reciprocity which erects the 
custom-bouse barrier of a prohibitive tarifl' 
against the richest countries of the world is 
denounced. 

In section 6 a rigid enforcement of the 
laws made to prevent and control trusts 
and monopolists is demanded. 

Regarding the public lands, section 6 
pledges tho party to a coutinuanoo of ita 
old policy of reclaiming all lands unlawfully 
held by corporations, and; of restoring them 
to tho people. 

Section 7 — " We denounce the Republi- 
can legislation, known as the Sherman Act 
of ISUO.^as a cowardly makeshift, fraught 
with possibilities of dauger in the future, 
which should make all of its supporters, as 
well as its author, anxious for ita speedy 
repeal. Wo bold to tho use of both gold 
and silver aa tho standard money of tho 
country and to the coinage of both gold and 
silver without discrimination against either 
metal, or charge for mintage; but the dollar 
unit of coinage of both metals nmst be of in- 
trinsic and esohangeable value or be adj as ted 
by international agreement, or by suoh 
safeguards of legislation as shall insure the 
maintenance of the purity of tho two metals, 
and tho equal power of any dollar at all 
times in the Mint, and in the payment of 
debts; and wo demand that all paper cur- 
rency shall be kept at par with and redeem- 
able in such coin. We insist upon lliia 
policy as especially necessary for the pro- 
tection of tlie farmers and laboring classes, 
the first and more defenceless victims of 
unstable money and a fluctuating currency." 

Section 8 recommends that the prohibi- 
titive ten per cent tax on state bank issues 
bn repealed. 

Section !) re-affirms the declaration of the 
Democratic national convention of 18715, lor 
the reform of the civil service. 

Section 10 favors a consistent and vigor- 
ous foreign policy, and the maintenance of 
a navy strong enough for all purposes of nat- 
ional defence. 

Section II tenders profound and earnest 
sympathy to those struggling .for home rule 
in Ireland. 

Section 12 demands the rigid enforcement 
of the laws against Chinese immigration und 
the importation of workmen under contract; 
but all attempts to restrict the immigration 
of the industrious and worthy of foreign 
lands is condemned. 

In section 13, just and liberal pensions 
are favored for all disabled Union soldiera, 
their widows und dependents, and a de- 
maiid is made that the work of., the Pension 
Olliee shall be done industriously, impar- 
tially and honestly. 

Ill section I I, a demand ia made lliat the 
Kedeial (lovernmi:nt shall care for and im- 
jirove the .M is.si.s.'iippi River und other great 
water ways of the Republic. 

Iii.seclion 15, the early construction of 
the Xiearagua Ciiiial ia recognized as im- 
portant. 

In section Hi, it is rccomnioiided that 
(^ongreFS give liiiancial aid to the World's 
Fair. 

In section 17, lilieral upjiropriations for 
popular education are recommended to the 
Statea. 

In section 18 "we approve the action of 
the present House of Representatives in 
passing bills for the admission into the 
Union as States of the Territories of Now 
Mexico and Arizona, and wo favor the early 
admission of nil the territories having the 
iifjccssary pjopulatian and resources to en- 
title them to Statehood, and while they re- 
main Territories we hold that the officers 
appointed to maintain the Government ot 
any territory, together with the District of 
Columbia and Alaska, lihall be bona Jide re- 
sidents of the territory and district in which 
their duties are to be performed. The De- 
miicratic party believe in Homo Rule and 
Ihe control of their own affairs by the peo- 
ple of the vicinace." 

•Section 19. — ''Wo favor legislation by 
CongroHS and Stiitt; Legislature to protect 
the lives and limbs of riiiKvay eiiiidnycs, 
and tliose of other hazirdcnia transportation 
companies, and denouneo the inactivity of 
t!:c Kepiibliean party, n.nd p>irt!ei-lnrly tlie 
Republican Senate, for cau.iing the defeat 
of measures beneficial and protective to thia 
clasa of wugo workera." 

Section 20 — "Wo are in favor of the en- 



actment by tho States of laws for abolishing'' 
the notorious sweating system, for abolish- , 
ing contract convict labor, and for prohibr 
iting the cmploymentin factoriesof children ' 
under 15 years of age." 

Seotion 21 — "We are opposed to all 
sumptuarv laws as an interference with the 
individual rights of the citizen.'*-.. ^ 

Section 22— Upon tliia statement of prin- 
ciples and policy the Demooratic party asks 
the intelligent judgment of . tho AmcrioaD 
people. It asks a change of administration 
and a change oi party in order that there 
may bo a change of system and a, change of- 
methods, thus securing the maintenance un- 
impaired of the institutions under which the 
Republic has grown great and powerful. 

Mr. Jones, at the close of the reading of 
the platform, said : " On behalf of the Com- 
mittee on resolutions, I move tho adoption 
of the platform os read."

I therefore gave notice to tho 
eominittep that I would move in open con- 
vention to strike out all that section of IIik 
filatforin denouncing the McKinloy Act, 
and to substitute tho following : " Wo de- 
nounce Republican protection as a fraud 
(clieers) — a robbery of the great ma- 
jority of the American people for 
the benefit of the few. (Loud cheers.) 
We declare it to be a fundamental prin- 
ciple of tho Deniocratic party that the 
Federal (iovermnent has no constitutional 
power to enforce and collect tariff duties ex- 
cept for tho purpose of revenue only (re- 
newed and long continued cheering), and 
demand that tho collection of such taxes 
shall bo limited to tho necessities of govern- 
meat honestly and economically admuia- 
tered."

THE CHINESE AND SJIALLPOX. 

Dr. Maonaughtoii Jones Says the Kmiircss 'Was 
Clear When Ho luspectcd llcr, 

Tho Colokist's Vancouver correspondent 
telegraphs that ono of the Chinese passen- 
gers on ijoard the Empress of Japan, has 

boon stricken down with smallpox, and been 
rciiiovtd to Deadnian's lalanil. 1'lie vessel, 
on lier arrival in Victoria, was duly inspec- 
ted liy Dr. Macnauglitoii ,Jones, .Medical 
Quarantine Ollicer, and pronounced free 
frnrii coiiliiglous and infectious disease. 

'I'lie doctor was, yesterday, seen by a 
Cdi.oNisT representative, and in reply to 
<|ueiies, said tliat he was surprised to hear 
oflliecase. 

"1 made a most niiiitite inspection," said 
lie, "and failed to detect tho slightest trace 
of the disease among the jMssongers. I or- 
dered that tho Chinese bo brought up, and 
every man, as lie passed, I examined. There 
.were u few cases in which 1 observed a little 
.'rash or pimples on the face, and called the 
''ship's surgeon's attention to them. Ho as- 
sured mo that the men presented this ap 
pearance early in tho voyage, ami that there 
was really nothing in it. lie had not had a 
singlo passenger iu i.ho Iiospital during tho 
voyage, and both ho and tho captain made 
tho usual affidavit as to their clean bill of 
health. Except for the Chinese Immigra- 
tion Aofc, I would ^a.ve no right to question 
their sttitement, unless I.believed they wore 
jnaking it fiiutihilontly; but 1 am bound to 
examine the ('l)inese. '' 

"Would tlie case likely develop in a day 
or two ? ' was asked. 

The doctor explained that this was (jiiito 
possible, and quoted several instances whicli 
had come under his personal observation, in 



which the disease could not be detected un- 
til it was fairly developed. He did not 
think the disease, if it existed, could not 
have originated among tho Japs, as tliey 
were kept quite apart from tho Chinese. 
Nothing had boon officially reported to him 
as to the case, and he was anxious to hear 
further of it. Tiie vcKsel arrived on the 
17th, and not utitil the 2lBb was' anything 
heard of the case. 



THAT LYXCIIING STORY. 

Kurt her Kiiililiutie. Deiihils of (he lieport— 
The ,Meu Hllll Alive. 

Mot.'^"T Vicitso.v, June 'JO. — C. Von Pros- 
aontiUi county coinmisaioner of this county, 
O'lme dowu from Sauk City to day. On be- 
ing questioned in regard to ^he reported 
murder and lynching on tlie Monte Oristo 
railroad, ho replied : "I saw William Lyle, 
ileputy county assessor, lust night, and ho 
had been up on tho Monte Cristo road 
yesterday. He had been cautioned 
not to go through Neilson's camp, but 
ho went through. ]le found evorythincr 
quiet U3 far as he could see. He met Neil- 
son, tho man reported to be killed, and con- 
versed with liim. He did not believe they 
had any trouble up there. I'ressentin also 
stated that ho had heard other men say, 
who claimed to know, that Neilson had 
been killed, that all the eight Italians were 
killed, tliat four had been bunged in the 
camp, and the party had gone in search of 
the other four, and from tho reports they 
gave on their return it was believed tho 
other four had met the same fate, Mr. 
I'ressentin atatcil his own belief was that 
no trouble had occurred. 

V. A. Marshall, a prominent citizen of 
Sedro, is in the city to-night. He stated 
that while ho did not positively know it to 
be a fact, yet ho believed tho report to be 
true, and it was generally believed iu Sedro 
tp bo true, that it was reported in that place 
that the railroad oilicials were doing all iu 
their power to suppress the matter, yet he 
trusted the reporccd trouble was a false ono. 
The report of the murder and lynching is 
tho one topic in this city. While many be- 
lieve the Teport given by Bressler, Latham 
and Dcitrich to be true, there are many \yho 
discountenance the reportand claim it to be 
false. The captain of the steamer Indiana, 
from Sauk City, says he talked with a man 
just down from Smith's camp, and he em- 
phaticully deuies the story ot tlie lynching, 
Tiie people of Sauk City are satisfied there 
was no trouble, for Neilson ia still alive, 
and men who have come down have denied 
tho story.

Great Escitomout at Cliicaijo — The 
Hill Hen Trying to Snow 
Cleveland Under. 



CiilCAOO, June 22.— It is said, this morn- 
ing, that the Cleveland men are confident 
of 626 votes on the 'first hallot. This is 

more than enough to elect their candidate. 
They are anxioua for the result, and have 
dotermined to push for a ballot, to-day, 
leaving the selection of Vice-President for 
to-morrow. One of the morning pnpers 
Bays. a oombination boa been formed to beat 
Cleveland, and that it' has more than oue- 
third'Of the delegates in favor of it. Sev- 
eral names have been mentioned of those 
among whom a combination may be efieot- 
ed. To farther this coinbinatioii it is said 
an effort will be made in the convention to 
abrogate the state unite rule. The dele- 
gules, aa ycatcrdiiy, were alow in arriving, 
and tlio opening of the convention was 
again delayed. 

The morning is fair and cool. The giil- 
leries of the Wigwam rapidly filled up this 
morning. Muny new badges are sc^en. One 
that seenia to exinlo tliu most eiilhusiasni is 
a wliite satin bearing the portrait of M 
Cleveland. Another strip is printed "Baby 
Ruth." At t!ie head of botli is a little doll. 
Tho opinion is that if a nomination is mad 
it will not be before evening, with tho 
chances largely in favor of tlie vote being 
taken to-morrow. Tammany and the Hill 
delegates frou) New Yoi k are dying hard 
and the Boies people are still on tho face of 
tho earth. Only one man is generally dis 
cussed — Cleveland. 

(lovcrnor Roswell P. Flower on his 
arrival was greeted by bands of musi 
playing " Ta.Ra-Ru-Eoom-de-Ru ," he being 
Hurroun<led by crowds of delegates warmly 
shaking his hands. Chairman Ort'cns hav- 
ing occupied his seat the convention was 
called to order, prayer being olFcrcd by 
Rev. S. Hendry, of the M. K, Church, im 
mediately after which the Iowa delegation 
marched in, tho baud playing "My Mary- 
land." Addresses were delivered by Roger 
Q. Mills, Senator Palmer and John R. Fel- 
lows, ofter which ox Cougressniau J. G. 
Lamb, of Indiana, read the credential re- 
port. Mr. ITordrico then read the report of 
the committee on permanent organiz.ition. 
The latter was. adopted unanimously. W. 
L. Wilson, of West Virginia, was named 
permanent chairman, and A. P. Sherin, of 
Indiana, permanent secretary. 

Permanent Chairman, Wilson, in ac- 
knowledging the honor done faim said that 
much as they owed to their party they 
owed more to their country. Mr. Wilson's 
address abounded with points that pleased 
the convention. ' Ho offered a severe ar- 
raignment of the Republican party, saying 
that it was the party of a section and a class, 
and not of the people or the country as a 
whole. Mr. Wilson referred to Major Mc- 
Kiuley's statement that the Denioerata 
wanted to raise the money from our own 
people instead of from a protective tariff on 
foreign goods. Mr. Wilson said tho Deu'o- 
erotic party pleaded guilty to the charge. 
The American people were able and willing 
to support their own government, as it is 
not a pirate country. He said reciprocity 
was the battl» cry of tho Republicans this 
campaign. Wilson said in closing. As 
your presiding oflicer it would he unbecom- 
ing in nie to express an opinion concerning 
the candidates, but I will say that the mau 
you select will receive no telegranla of con- 
gratulation from foreign castles. 

As Mr. Wilson concluded the delegates 
arose en masse and cheered. The report on 
order of business was submitted by Mr. 
Knglish. Mr. Phelps, of Misaouri, present- 
ed a metal gavel to the chairman, with the 
usual accompaniment. Ex-Governor Camp- 
bell, of Ohio, addressed the convention amid 
great cheering, referring to Wilson's address 
as matchless and niagniticent. As he closed 
there were loud yells for "Flower," who 
was invited to speak. After speeches by 
Henri Wattersou and Bourlce Cochran the 
convention adjourned at a quarter to two 
until five o'clock. 

The hall was packed, in the afternoon, 
and nominations were evidently expected. 
There are 908 votes in tho convention, of 
which two-thirdfl, 60(5, are required to nom- 
inate. The chairman called the convention 
to order, after which the olerk read the list; 
of letters and telegrams. Rev. Dr. Green, 
of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, opened tho proceed- 
ings with prayer. Every inch of spaco was 
occupied, there being some 20,000 people in 
the hall. A motion that the conven- 
tion adjourn was lost amid Tainnniny cheers. 
The Hill people announce that they are 
ready for a vote, and ex-Secri't at y Whitney 
does not say much about the di'vehmd pro- 
graninie, but ihiuks Cleveland has about 1.') 
more than two-thirds of the votes. Mr. 
Jones announces that he ahoul l move the 
previous ipiestion as soon as the report on 
the platform shall liavo been read. Mr, 
Pattison, of Colorado, announced that he 
had u minority report to make and he 
wanted his report to be read b( fmt! the pre- 
vious question was put. Kx-.Secretary 
Villas, of Wisconsin, mentions ^Ir. Cleve- 
land's name, which electrifies tho conven- 
tion, nil the delegates except those from 
New Vork standing on their s'jats amid 
wild cheering. A b mner borne by t.lie M iciii- 
gan delegates and bearing Cleveland's pic- 
tures aei^H the crowd off again und the band 
pluys "America," the demons i ration being 
similar to that accorded to Mr. Blaine ut 
Minneapolis. 

Order having been restored, ex-Sccretary 
Villas proceeded to read the platform which 
attacks I ho Republicans for the Federal 
eh^etions " Force Bill." The tariff plank 
appears to be what was generally expected, 
the McKinley bill being denounced. The 
(silver question is on anti-ailver plank, and 
ia iiartly expressed as follows: "Tho dollar 
of both gold and silver must bo of equal in- 
trinsic value." An international l)lmetallic 
congress is favored. The platform, wtiicli 
is about 'i.OOO words in length, favors tho 
Goverumenl's idea of tho World's lOxpobi- 
tion. As Mr. Vilas rends a paragraph from 
the platform condemning tho "siv(}ating 
system there is laughter, pi^nple fanning 
themselves vigorously. Mr. Jonea, of Mis- 
souri, moved tho adoption of the report, the 
Hill men chceiing. New York being among 
the leading sliouters. 

ICx-Conuressman Neill, of Ohio, objected 
to the tariir elaudc and min ed for tiio in- 
sertion of a clause dc nenneing liepnlilioan 
protection ivs a frauil ar.d a robl ei y of the 
great majoriiy of the jiecple for the bi.nelit 
ofthefew. (Cheers.) While Mr. Neill was 
speaking for bis amendment, he was inter- 
rupted by ciios of "Time," and "Walter- 
son." 

Henry Watterson came to tho plat- 
form amid cheering and asked that tho tariff 
plank of the Democratic party in 1870 bo 
read. The clerk having read it, Mr. Wat- 
terson said: "Tho plank you have heard 
read comes from that saint of Democracy—

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BRITISH COLUMBIA'S REPRESEN- 
TATION. 

There' wa« quite an interesting debate in 
.the House of Commons on the evening of 
the 14th, while the House was ia committee, 
on tho representation of British Columbia. 

Mr. Mills contended that liritiah Columbia 
is legally entitled to only four members. Ho 
admitted that by the terms of union it was 
allowed six members, but ho held that when 
once in the Confederation this province is 
'Subject to the provisions of the British Amer- 
ica Act, as regards the readjustment of 
its representation. There could, he argued, 
be no provision in the terms of union 
contrary to the terms of the British Amer- 
ica Act, for the provinces were admitted 
subject to the provisions of that act. Mr. 
Mills' argument is a strictly letial one and 
it appears to us to be much more ingenious 
than sound. 

Sir John Thompson tooii much broader 
ground than Mr. Mills. Ho held that by 
an Order in Council, tho provisioub of 
which the British America Act itself de- 
. elares shall have effect as if they had been 
enacted by the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
British Columbia was allowed six members; 
aud that by a special stipulation in the 
terms of union, the representation could bo 
increased only under the provisions of tho 
iBritish North America Act. Sir John 
'Thompson expressed himself earnestly and 
■emphatically on the subject. Ho said : 

"I taUo it that, under tho circunistanoes, 
there is simply no room for interpretation, 
and unless this Parliament take the re- 
sponsibility of declaring that Her Majesty 
in Council had exceeded her authority, 
that the Order in Council which 
the statute says ia to have this 
same eifoot as a statute passed by the Im- 

Coria! P.'.rliameut is u'dl. nr nllm rirct. as 
eiug in excess of Her Majesty's authority, 
the Ilouao will not undertake to break faith 
with British Columbia aud violate thetcrn)8 
of union. I submit it is not in tho power 
of this Purliament to do it, and if it were, 
'•it would be a striking breach of faith with 
>ihat province, which has come in under an 
■axpresA declaration that she shall have a 
certain reptesentution, _ which may be in- 
creased under the provisions of the British 
North America Act." 

This is, wo believe, sound law, and we 
sro certain that it is in accordance v.-ith 
.oommoQ sense and common honesty. 

Mr. Mara made a short speech , on the 
sabjeot, in which he presented the case of 
British Columbia so plainly add so forcibly 
that ho must have convinced the committeo 
that to deprive liritiali Columbia of her 
full representation in tho Parliament of the 
!l)(>niinion would bo a flagrant breach of 
faitli and an unwarrantable oxorciso of the 
power of I'arliainent. IIo said : 

"A treuty was formed botwceu Briti.Hli 
Columbia and tho Dominion (lovernmeut, 
which WHS ratiti(;d by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment. Ono provision of the treaty was that 
British Columbia should bo entitled to three 
Senators and six representatives in the 
Commons. At that time it was known that 
British Colambla could not fairly claim that 
number aooording to her population, and it 
was alab Icoown that the per ra/ji'/a allow- 
ance would not bo sufliciont to curry on the 
Provincial Government, Tho population 
was assumed to bo 00,000, which wos far in 
excess of tho real population. But upon 
that asauir.ed population tho treaty was 
fornuul, a .solemn bargain was entered into 
between British Columbia and the Domin- 
ion Government, which was ratified by the 
Imperial (Jovernmeut, and this House has 
no ]iiuvcr, even if it had the will, to break 
that treaty. \i this House liroke that 
trealy we would have to apply to tho Im- 
perial Government to alter tho terms of 
union. British Columbia entered under a 
dill'urent arrangement, with a dilV.;rent 
triuity, than did Prince Ktlward Island. 
The delegates who wore sent liere foresaw 
that there might be a doubt when the ue.xt 
oensna was taken, whether British Columbia 
wcndil be entitled to the full representation 
of fli.t members, aud tliey took good care 
that, at all events, tho repii Sunlal ion of (In; 
pr.ivince aliould never be reduced; therefore 
tho number was placed iit six with a right 
to increased representation according to tho 
population,". 

Mr. Davlesof V. E. I., Mr. Corbould and 
Mr. Gordon took part in tlio discussion, but 
nothing new was advanced by any of these 



gentlemen. The Liberal members seemed 
to regard it as anomalous that British Co- 
lumbia should be permitted to retain her 
six members while. Prince Hldward Island, 
which entered, the Confederation with the 
B imo number of representatives in Parlia- 
ment, and whose pnpuhition is greater than 
thatcf this province, had hers r> dn.-nd to five. 
But it was shown that tlie bargain nuide liy 
each [irovinco was diU'erent with re- 
spect to tho representation. While British 
Columbia stipulated that the representation 
bo increased only under the British North 
America Act, it was provided in the Prince 
Kdward Island terma of Union that the re- 
presentation may be readjusted from time 
to time. If tho Priueo Ijdward Islanders 
intended that six members should bo their 
minimum representation in the House of 
('cm mens, no matter what figures the cen- 
sus might show, they were not so shrewd 
or far-seeing as wore tho British Colum- 
bians. 



SELF-RELIANT. 



Tho Government of Quebec lias begun to 
extricate itself from its Quancial dilliculties. 
It is, wo are glad to see, depending solely 
upon itself to get back to a sound and sol- 
vent condition. It docs not, as was e:\poct- 
cd, turn to tho Dondnion for help to get out 
of the embarrassment in which it involved 
itself by its folly, its extravagance and the 
dishonesty of its rulers. It is not acareJ by 
tho bocie of direct taxation. 

In the Eastern provinces tho small politi- 
cians speak of direct taxation with bated 
breath and solemn countenance, as if it were 
tiie most dreadful of liscal evils. They try 
to make tho people believe that when a 
province is com.poUed to resort to direct 
taxation to raise a revenue it is on the very 
verge of ruin, and its people are in danger 
of being burdened to a greater extent than 
they can be expected to bear. 

We see tho people of Quebec commended 
in some of tlio papers of the lower prov- 
inces because they have consented to put 
up with direct taxation, as if such taxation 
wore something unusual, and that it re- 
quired something like heroism in the peo- 
ple to submit to it. Tho people of all the 
provinces have been paying direct taxes in 
ono shape aud another ever since they un- 
dertook to govern theniselvea. That it has 
not been resorted to e.vcept in British Co- 
lumbia for provincial purposes is partly ac- 
cidental and partly on account of the dread 
with which direct taxes when imposed by the 
provincial legislature are regarded by un- 
thinking people. If Quebec, wlien it was 
falling behind in financial matters, had had 
the good sense and the courage to resort to 
direct taxation, it might have saved itself 
from many of the diffiottlties which it now 
lias to face. The people, feeling that the 
money which the government equan- 
dorcd must come directly out of 
their pockets would insist upon its 
being economical; but when this money 
came from they did not know where, and 
M-hcn there appeared to bo an inexhaustible 
supply of it, they naturally concluded that 
tho more the Government spent, the better 
for tliem. But they have been somewhat 
roughly ilisillusioned, and they are adapting 
thcnisclvcs to their changed oircumstances 
quite pluckily. 

We see, too, that they are compelling the 
municipalities to aid in bearing burdens 
that have been hitherto upon tho shoulders 
of the Government. The municipalities 
nuial help to support their destitute poor, 
their lunatics, and their reformatory schools. 
Tho people of Quebeo will bo benefitted 
when the Government crutch is taken from 
them. 

WA RRINO emus TIA NS. 

We are very mujh afraid that tho Chris- 
tians wliu ato aciit to hccthcn lands to con- 
vert their inhabitants, do not always act in 
such a way as to recommend their religion 
to those whom they are iupposcd to en- 
lighten and improve. In Uganda the Pro- 
testants and Cathclics, teachers and con- 
verts, aro fighting as fiercely apparently as 
the unregenerate lieathun ever did. They 
do not, like tlicologians in older countries, 
confine themselves to a War of words, but 
they use weapons that are both carnal aud 
deadly. The information, so far, has come 
from Catholic sources, and it would be as 
well to suspend judgment until the other 
side is heard from. 

Tho Pores Blunc complain that they 
have been badly treated by the Mist 
African Conii any, owing to tho indis- 
cretion of Captain Lugard, who is the Eng- 
lish governor or manager in that region, 
placing arms and ammunition in tlio 
hands of the native.-!. I .'atliolicrf, it iaallegi.d, 
were killed and wounded and niaile priaon- 
ors by tlio Protestant pirty. Tlie prison- 
ers wore treated, it ia alleged, with indig- 
nity and cruelty. The story told is some- 
what indefinite, but there can be no doubt 
but that there has been trouble, and that 
tho Catholics have applied for redress to 
the Prcnch Government, and that M. Hibot 
has directed Lord Salisbury's attention 
to the way in which tho I'Vench mission- 
aries have been treated by their English and 
L'rotcstant neighbors. 

The Gorman and the French newspapers 
speak of the feuds in Uganda in very strong 



terms. Thoy regard them from a commer- 
cial and political, rather than a religious 
point of view. A German paper, tho Ber- 
liner Tagoblitt, is particularly aovero. It 
says : . ', 

"It is evident that religious strife has been 
carefully fomented in order to carry out a 
long-planned political coup for eliminating 
fiuin Uganda ovory non-Engliah element. 
The British missionaries have again ahown, 
what scai cely needed, fresh proof — that thoy 
aro the apostles, not of the Gospel, but of 
English political interests. If, on the ono 
hand, reecnt eventa from Uganda constitute 
u cruelly sarcastio illustration of mission- 
ary enterprise in general and of that of 
England in partioular, it has, on the other, 
brought once more into relief tho reckless, 
brutal determination with which tho Eng- 
lish pursuo their political purposes. Re- 
ligion, humanity, the repression of tho slave 
trade aro niero empty words to cloak their 
ambitious designs." 

This gives the English missionaries 
and their friends a giiinpao of the way in 
which thoy aro regarded by nations having 
interests difTerent from those of Great Bri- 
tain. It is something new to hear of Bri- 
tish missionaries being the "apostles, not of 
the Gospel, but of English political inter- 
eats." This estimate of them is, no doubt, 
absurdly unjust. British missionaries, as a 
rule, care nothing for political interests of 
any kind. Their object is to benefit the 
people to whom they are sent, without re- 
gard to the political designs of any nation. 
If their work is helped and their safety en- 
sured by tho extension of British rule they 
arc glail, but to say that they are employed 
as agents to extend that rule 
is outrageously untrue. We find it 
very hard to believe that Captain 
Lugard and tho company with which he is 
connected would take part in or coun- 
tenance in any way the persecution of 
Catholic missionaries or their^onverts. The 
cmtuiry into' the disturbance, so far, has 
shown that the Foreign OfRoe hss instructed 
all who are connected with it to take no 
part in the (quarrels between Protestant aud 
Catholic niissioiis, and it ia said that 
the oUicial instructions of the East Africa 
Company itself to its ajjents are equally 
precise and conceived in" the ssrae spirit, 
The pity and the reproach are that these 
Christian missions should quarrel at all.

Special services were held last uiglit 
in the First Preabyteriau Cljurob, when 
Rov. John Campbell, M.A., Ph.D., the new 
pastor, was formally inducted and wel- 
comed by tho congregation. The proceed- 
ings proper oommeuced at 7;.'!0 o'clock, 
when a meeting of the Presbytery waa held 
in the oharch parlors and tiic preliininurica 
were gone through. Thou ut 8, o'clock tho 
servicea in the church commenced. Thsre 
was a very large attendance, every pew, in 
fact, being filled. 

After tlio singing of tho lOOth Paalm, and 
the rcoding of Scripture and prayer, Rev. 
Mr. McMillan, of Vancouver, prdaolicd the 
induction sermon, . taking aa his te.xt tho 
."iOth verao of the 2()th chapter St. .Mat- 
thew, "And Jeaua answered, thou shalt 
love the Lord, thy God, with all thy heart." 
There was nothing about the discourse hav- 
ing any special reference to tbe induction, 
but it v^as an earnest, well-considered ap- 
peal for closer communion between tlio in- 
dividual man and the peraimal (Joil. 

Tho sermon over, tho servicea of induc- 
tion, according to Presbyterian ritual and 
form, were coninienccd, and the customary 
(lueations to establish the fact of the new 
])astor having ortliodox princijiles were gone 
through. Rev. Mr. rjamieson, of New W'est- 
miuatur, olliciating. Uev Mr. Janiieaoii 
also led in prayer, devoutly and in moat 
beautiful and eloijuent language, ai)pealing 
to the tliver of all good things that He, in 
His mercy, woulii aljundantly bleaa the 
union between the pastor and congregation, 
and would so further the work and guide 
tlie footsteps of His servants that they 
might bo tlio means of many souls being 
led to Christ. 

Rev, V. McF. Muclcod then addressed 
tho new paatiu', to wlioin ho extended a 
most cordial welcome to Victoria, both on 
account of his own former friendship for 
him (Rev. Dr. Campbell) and bceauao of 
the happy relations that liad exist- 
ed between him anil the late pas- 
tor of the church, Rev. Dr. Traser. 
Ho trusted that iu the new and important 
sphere of labor tit which Dr. Campbell had 
been culled, ho would meet M'ith tho same 
marked success that bad crowned Ids efforts 
in the past. It-would be out of place for | 
him, he said, to presume to give any advice 
to Dr. Campbell, who had probably had in 
his previous labors as much experience as 
he (Mr, Maclcod) had, and who would, ho- 
aidea, bring at least an equal ability to bear 
upon the work; but he would say that he 
thoroughly aymputhi/.eil with liim in tbe 
experience of the juist few weeks, while ho 
(Dr. Cain[)bell) had been parting with the 
nitinbers of the congregation with which ho 
had labored for over seven yeisra, until they 
had learned to love as well as to respect 
him. There M'asuo doubt, though, tliat the 
same feeling of love and good 
fellowship woulii aoou exist between 
the rev. doctor und his new 
congregation, and while, for a wliile, it 
might not seem so strong, the time the ex- 
isting love between paslin- and people waa 
tested, was when u crisis came of a jiirtiiig 
was about to lake place. One thing he 
would caution the new pastor of, however, 
waa that he should not, witli the energy 
and the vigor and the mental and phj-aieal 
strength lie possessed, engage in too much 
work and overtax his powers. He referred 
to the death of the late pastor. Rev. Donald 
Eraser, and told in most touching lan- 
guage of a conversation they had had 
a few weeks before Mr. bVaser'a death, 
when that giMitlenian admitted that ho was 
working too liard, but stated ho would in 
future take better care of himself. He 
(Mr. Macleod) hoped Rev. Dr. Campbell 
would not undertake more than bia proper 
aliaro of work, for while it was his duty, 
as it was his privilege, to labor in tho 
Lard's vineyard, the Lord did nob require 
that a man should work his life away in 
one or two eOarta, but wanted it for as 
long aa, with good oare and a fair amount 
of work, it could bo of service. In conclu- 
sion, ho agoin welcomed Dr. Campbell to 
Victoria, and hoped that he would bo pre- 
eminently successful in winning the hearta 
of the ])eoplo for himself, and their souls 
for tlic church. 

Rev. Mr. Mills, of New NVcstminster, 
addressed the congregation on their dutiea 
to their pastor, pointing out the various 
ways iu which they might assist him in his 
work and iitrengthen his lianda. This ad- 
dress, by previous arrangement, was to have 
been delivered liy Rev. Mr. McRae, of Na- 
naimo, but that gentleman M'aa unable to bo 
present. Tho duty devolving ao sufhleiily 
on Hev. Mr. Milla, was most acceptably 
perfonni'il. 

Alter tlie .''inf;iiig of a hyinii tlie benedic- 
tion waa pronounced and the ser.'ico was 
over, each member of the eimgrcgation 
meeting the now pastor at the door where, 
with a few words and a hearty lianilshake, 
ho waa again welcomed.

.Mr. .Mills, of New Westminster; Uev. Mr. 
.McMillan, of Vancouver; Rev. 1'. MeF. 
Macleod and Rev. Mr. MoKae, of this city. 

Tlie place of worship was not in any way 
decorated, except by a few bunches of roses 
on the x)ulpit and organ, but the manifest 
enthusiasm and earnestness of the largo 
con(;regation showed most plainly with what 
kindly favor they regard their choice. Rev. 
Dr. Campbell takes charge at onco; and from 
this time out will be known aa the popular 
and much loved pastor of the First Presby- 
terian Church.

New YoiiK, Juno 21.— Edmund Yatea' 
special to the Tribune from London, says : 
Ji. report has been going tho rounds of tho 
papers thatj'tlio Czir of Russia will visit Kng- 
land in tho autumn for tho purpoao of beiut< 
preauiit iit tlie marriage of Ferdiuand of 
Koumania aud Princcaa Mane of Edinburgh. 
Tho Emperor Alexander has never contem- 
plated visiting England, and the wedding 
in question will take place at Bucharest 
early in Novemljcr, according to present nr- 
nuigeincnts. Thcto liaa never been any idea 
of liavin'g tlio wedding celebrated in Eng- 
land. There will bo a Human Catiiolic ser- 
vice and also an orthodox church ceremony. 
The Duohcas of Edinburgh and licr daugh- 
ters have been staying during tlio Uat ten 
days at the magnificent suhlosa of Simmar- 
Ingea in Swabia, on a visit to the Prince 
and Princess of Hohenzollern, where they 
met King Charles of Boumania, and all 
the business preUminaries of the marriage 
were settled. The duchess and her daugh- 
ters are expected to arrive in London 
sliortly, and after a brief stay at Clarence 
houao and a visit to tho Queen at Wind- 
sor, they will go to Davenport for a month. 
Prince Ferdinand is to accompany thotn to 
England, or will follow very speedily. 

Tho Etnporor William has had designed 
an Imperial crown, for Iiimaelf, witli tho ua- 
aistance of t he well known pahiter, iMuil 
Doopler. ' It will bo cnmpoaed of pure gold, 
entirely covered with large diamonds and 
pearla, and surmounted by a cross, wlilcli is 
to be studded with one of the linest dia- 
monds of the famous Hohenzollern family 
collection of jewels. The crown was to 
have been formed after tho model of the 
crown of Prussia, but the Emperor ulti- 
mately decided to have it made to fit his 
own head. 

The condition of King Otto of Bavaria is 
more deplorable than ever, lie is quite un- 
able to recognize any of liia attendants, and 
can only be persuaded to take food with the 
utmost dilliculty. Ho renuiins for hours, 
and sonietimoa for days, in the same posi- 
tion, aud his medical attendants are in daily 
expectation of his death, as he is losing 
strength rapidly. 

Some very curious hints are lieing put 
about as to the possibility of Gladstone's 
retirement from active political life before 
very long. I quote them because they are 
persistently repeated in well informed cjuar- 
ters. The ex-premier, it ia aaid, is serious- 
ly thinking of seeking quiet in ano'her 
place when the general election ia over. To 
this be is urged by domestic influence, and 
to some extent by physical infirmities. This 
is not to be wondered at, considering his 
age.
